JUNE,  1873. 


The  Directors,  in  submitting  their  fifty-third  Annual  Report 
to  the  General  Court,  have  pleasure  in  mentioning  that  the 
affairs  of  the  Dundee  Asylum  still  continue  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

Owing  to  the  greatly-increased  cost  of  all  kind  of  pro¬ 
visions  and  of  fuel,  the  Directors  have  found  it  necessary, 
during  the  past  year,  to  raise  the  rate  of  board  chargeable  for 
pauper  patients  from  9s  to  9s  6d  a-week.  This  rise  has  been 
agreed  to  by  the  District  Board  of  Lunacy,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  increased  income  derived  from  this  source  will  go  far 
to  meet  the  deficiency  which  would  otherwise  have  arisen  in 
the  revenue  of  the  Establishment  for  next  year. 

During  the  past  year  the  Treasurer  has  received  payment 
of  the  Legacy  of  £100,  which  was  bequeathed  to  the  Asylum 
by  the  late  Miss  Mary  Forbes  of  Arbroath.  He  also  received 
a  donation  of  £1  from  the  Kirk  Session  of  Lintrathen. 

In  consequence  of  a  renewed  recommendation  by  the  Board 
of  Lunacy,  that  the  present  Asylum  should  be  sold,  and  a  new 
one  erected  at  some  distance  from  town,  the  Directors  have 
obtained  a  valuation  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Asylum 
from  two  experienced  valuators.  A  remit  was  also  made  by 
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the  Directors,  at  the  last  Quarterly  Court,  to  the  Committee  of 
Management,  to  consider  the  whole  subject  of  the  removal  of 
the  Asylum  to  the  country ;  to  look  out  for  a  suitable  site ;  and 
to  report  to  the  Directors.  The  whole  subject  is  at  present 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Medical  Superintendent’s  Report 
that,  on  17th  June  last,  there  were  188  patients  in  the  Asylum, 
97  males  and  91  females,  while  at  present  there  are  197 
patients,  78  having  been  admitted  during  the  year,  34  having 
recovered,  20  having  died,  14  having  been  removed  to  the 
Lunatic  Wards  of  Poor  Houses,  and  1  to  Parochial  Asylum  of 
Greenock. 

The  Directors  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the 
health  of  the  patients  during  the  past  year  has  been  good.  In 
this  respect  the  Dundee  Asylum  continues  to  compare  favour¬ 
ably  with  any  similar  Institution  in  the  country. 

There  is  a  deficiency  of  Income  this  year  of  <£571  Is  lOd, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  Abstract  of  Income  and  Expenditure 
appended  to  this  Report.  This  deficiency  has  been  caused, 
partly  by  the  great  rise  on  the  price  of  provisions  and  fuel, 
already  referred  to,  and  partly  by  a  proportion  of  the  expendi¬ 
ture  during  the  last  three  years  in  improving  the  buildings ; 
but,  as  already  mentioned,  it  is  thought  that  from  the  increased 
income  arising  from  the  higher  rate  of  Board  now  charged  for 
pauper  patients,  and  from  no  unnecessary  outlays  being  made 
in  improvements  on  the  buildings,  the  revenue  for  next  year 
will  meet  the  expenditure. 

The  Directors  have  the  satisfaction  to  report  that  they  are 
satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  various  officials  of  the 
Asylum  perform  their  respective  duties.

The  Secretary  read  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Directors. 

The  Chairman  moved  that  the  Report  now  read  be  adopted  as  the 
53rd  Report  of  the  Institution,  which  was  agreed  to. 

It  was  further  resolved  that  the  Report  be  circulated  along  with  the 
Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  the  Abstract  of  the  Income 
and  Expenditure  for  the  past  year. 
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MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 

16th  JUNE,  1873. 


At  the  date  of  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  number  of  patients 
resident  in  the  Asylum  was  97  males  and  91  females — total,  188. 
78  patients  have  since  been  admitted,  of  whom  31  were  males 
and  47  females, — 22  of  these  were  private  patients,  namely,  11 
males  and  11  females,  and  56  paupers,  received  from  the 
following  Parishes,  viz. :  32  from  Dundee,  7  from  Lift  and 
Benvie,  2  from  Monikie,  1  from  Monifieth,  1  from  Auchter- 
house,  1  from  Murroes,  1  from  Glamis,  and  1  from  Newtyle. 
The  total  number  under  treatment  has  therefore  been  264. 

Of  these,  34  have  been  discharged  recovered,  namely,  11 
males  and  23  females ;  14  have  been  transferred  to  the  Lunatic 
Wards  of  Dundee  and  of  Lift  and  Benvie  Poorhouses,  and  1  to 
the  Parochial  Asylum  of  Greenock.  20  patients  have  died,  of 
whom  10  were  males  and  10  females. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries,  calculated  on  the  number 
admitted,  is  therefore  43*59 ;  while  that  of  the  deaths,  calculated 
on  the  whole  number  under  treatment,  is  7*57.  The  average 
age  at  death  was  49*4  years. 

21  of  the  patients  admitted  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
monomania,  19  from  mania,  16  from  melancholia,  15  from 
dementia,  2  from  dipsomania,  2  from  general  paralysis,  and  1 
from  puerperal  mania,  chronic  mania,  and  idiocy  respectively. 

As  regards  the  physical  condition  of  these  patients,  50  were 
in  good  health,  7  in  indifferent,  and  21  more  or  less  frail  and 
paralytic.  In  three  instances,  the  patients  had  reached  the 
advanced  ages  of  71,  82,  and  74  years.  Two  of  these  still  re- 
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main  inmates  of  the  Asylum,  but  the  last-mentioned  case  was 
discharged,  completely  recovered,  within  three  months  of  her 
admission. 

The  obituary  register  contains  20  entries, — a  larger  number 
than  has  occurred  since  the  opening  of  the  Institution  fifty- 
three  years  ago.  In  three  instances  death  arose  from  general 
paralysis,  in  three  from  paralysis,  in  three  from  exhaustion,  in 
two  from  heart  disease,  in  two  from  senile  decay,  in  two  from 
epilepsy,  in  two  from  pneumonia,  in  one  from  general  debility, 
in  one  from  phthisis,  and  in  one  from  drowning.  It  will  thus 
be  seen  that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  mortality  was  due 
to  causes  over  which  medicine  exercises  but  little  control,  and 
depended  chiefly  on  the  gradual  accumulation  of  paralytic 
cases  in  the  Institution,  and  on  the  large  proportion  of  patients 
admitted  in  a  frail  state  of  health. 

The  person  who  was  drowned  was  a  pauper  patient  belong¬ 
ing  to  Kirriemuir.  Tor  twelve  years  he  had  been  permitted  to 
go  at  large  on  parole,  and,  on  the  occasion  referred  to,  went  to 
the  river  side  to  bathe.  Shortly  after  entering  the  water  he 
was  seized  with  cramp,  and  although  his  body  was  soon  brought 
to  land,  life  was  extinct.  With  this  exception,  no  accident  or 
untoward  event  has  occurred. 

The  servants  and  attendants  continue  to  take  a  deep  interest 
in  their  duties ;  and,  in  mentioning  that  they  merit  the  confi¬ 
dence  placed  in  them,  it  is  with  regret  that  it  has  to  be  recorded 
that  the  Asylum  has  lost  the  services,  by  death,  of  two  of  their 
number,  viz.  :  Harriet  Goodfellow,  who,  for  fully  twenty-eight 
years,  may  be  said  to  have  been  devoted  to  her  charge,  and 
who,  on  two  occasions,  had  awarded  to  her  the  Morisonian 
prize  for  long  and  meritorious  attendance  on  the  insane ;  and 
of  Mary  Ann  Miller,  who  for  four  years  was  also  a  faithful  and 
attentive  servant. 

It  is  also  deserving  of  notice  that  William  Taylor  received 
the  usual  gratuity  of  £5,  on  the  completion  of  his  twentieth 
year  of  service,  making  the  ninth  person  to  whom  the  Directors 
have  thus  shewn  their  appreciation  of  their  conduct  during  the 
last  fourteen  years.

returned,  except  in  special  cases  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Weekly  Committee  ;

I  and  if  any  patients  who  have  been  removed  shall  return  to  the  Asylum,  they 
shall  be  admitted  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  never  been  in  the 
Asylum,  and  pay  accordingly.  If  not  removed  within  a  year,  the  above  fees 
bo  be  repeated  annually  at  the  date  of  admission,  as  long  as  the  patient 
i ^remains  in  the  House. 

No  Fees  are  paid  for  Paupers. 

The  patient  shall  have  no  claim  to  remuneration  for  work  done  in  the  House.
